The Siamese twins, Chang and 
Fug, were two boys joined togetlu>r 
from birth and all through life. 

A link of stilt cartilage near the 
breast bono of each connected them. 

('hang and Kng wore found, alxmt 
tho year l!S2!t, in a village of Siam, 
by (Captain Cofiin, from Massuchu- 
sotts. They were then supjiosed to 
be about eighteen years old. They 
had fifteen brothers and sisters. 

Capt. Coffin bought the boys 
from their parents, who were very 
poor, took them on board his ship, 
and brought them to this country. 
Here they excited a great deal of 
interest. They wore carried about 
from place to place »»nd exhibited 
to large number* of people. In 
this way they earned considerable 
money, with which they purchased 
a farm in North Carolina, on which 
they lived. 

Two sisters consented to marry, 
them, and the two families lived 
together under the same rot)f. 

One of the wonderful things 
about these twin brotheis was that 
they appeared always to think alike 
and to act alike. 

\Vhen they were coining over from 
Siam tho sailors used to chase them 
around the ship. One day in run- 
ning loescape, they came to an oiien 
hatchway; if they had tumbU'd 
into the hold of the ship, they 
would have been killed. They l)oth 
leaped at the same instant, and 
landed safely on the other side. 
Their hearts beat at the same rate 
and at the same inst*nt, and they 
breathed also exactly alike. If a 
pin were stuck into the liuk that 
bound them, lioth would feel it; 
this proves that the nerves of the 
two men were connected. It was 
surprising to see what these two 
men could do in spite of being hold 
so closely together. They could 
turn back \o bac^k, or face to face; 
one could stAnd on a stool while the 
other was on the floor. They were 
able to do ordinary work on a farm ; 
tog(<thcr they could pt>rf(n'in more 
labor than one man, but not so 
much as two. 

They learned our language and 
became gooil American citizens. 
The latter history of tlu>se ivmark- 
able brothers was very sad. Their 
wives, though sisters, did not 
agree, and finally oni^ of them U-ft 
the house where they had all lived 
together. 

Th(>re were six children in one 
family and Ave in the other. A part 
iif these were deaf-nintcs. ajul the 
rest were not brigb 

Those domestic nonliicN pro- 
duced ill fooling between the 
lirothors. Finally Chang was at- 
tacked by paralysis and took to in- 
toxicating drink. He grew worse, 
and on tho l?Hi of Kebrual-y, 1874, 
he died. 

When Kng discovered that his 
life-long <'om\)Jvnion was dead, he 
was tilled with such agony and 
<lre!id that he became deranged. 
He soon lost consciousness, and 
al)out two hours after Chang's 
death he breathed his last. They 
had i-eached the age of sixty-three 
years. — Zig-Ztig.

In the report for the year 1870, 
of the New York Institution for 
the Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumb, the following is taken, 
written by Jos.se S. Bunker, one of 
the children of Chang, who was in 
tho first class of the .school : — 

"My father and my uncle wore 
initivesof liangkok, Siam. They 
were the celebrated Sianiose Twins, 
as the people of Kugbiml callotl 
them, of whom you heard and 
whom ])ossibly you may have seen. 
They wer(> united by a fleshy in- 
tegument, ami were of neccessity, 
inseparable companions. Their 
employment was (ishing. When 
they wero y(Ming, an Knglish 
Captain took them to Kngland to 
be shown to the people in Kuioi»e. 
After some years they came to the 
new world and travelleii through 
allpart«of North America. Tl\e\ 
married two sisters in North Caro- 
lina, whore they lived. My father 
was mimed Chang, and ho had ten 
children. They are still living, 
oxceiit two sist*>rs. I was born 
deaf and dumb, and one of my 
sisters also. My uncle Kng had 
eleven children. They visitoil all 
the most famous cities in Kurope 
with theirchildixMi. Hut mv father

Now that machines have been 
made to repeat articulate speech, 
as the phonograph and the gramo- 
phone, the next wonder which has 
been announced as a scientific dis- 
covery by an eminent inventor is, 
that by means of a simple machine 
the dumb can be made to speak 
and organs of our Cliurchos and 
concert halls deliver orations, songs, 
and operas as if they were intelli- 
gent human beings. 

It is not a loproduction of some- 
thing which has come from the 
mouth of a human being — it is ap- 
plying to a person a part of an 
organ and combining the pro]jerties 
of two in such a way that the organ 
is governed entirely by the intelli- 
gence of a man, yet, though ho says 
nothing, from the instrument will 
come tho sound as if he were speak- 
ing, only in volume and tone the 
sound being that gi\eii by the in- 
slrument. 

In other words, the miracle of 
the Bible will be performed in a 
simple way by science, and just as 
the eyes of the blind hnve been 
opened by the oculist's knife in cut- 
ting cataract, or the deaf made to 
hear means of the dentaphone, so 
now there comes into the use of 
man an invention which will supply 
the wanting sounds and enable him 
to ctmver.se with articulattxl speech. 
,Vnd the huge power of tho organ 
or the siren on the shore can be 
converted into songs that will fill a 
city or choirs that cost but little, 
yet render the most attractive 
music for opera or church. 

Mr. Herlinor's first conce{»tion of 
the idea of making an instrument 
l)roduce speech of itself, instead of 
repi-odneing that of pei-sons, was 
due to the fact, so he avers, that 
tho mode of vtxjalization in the 
human body can be almost entirely 
counterfeited by mechanism, and 
that it occurred to him that it woulif 
be a useful thing to apply the 
principles of human vocalization 
so that tho expensive choirs of 
churches could be obviated by 
machinery. That he has produce 
by machinery such speech — in other 
w<ii-ds, that he has "made on 
organ talk " — he asserts is true, 
and that the experiments, while 
yet in their infancy, show con- 
clusively that the completion of his 
apparatus is but a matter of time 
and study of the human voice. 

The method emi>loyed by Mr. Ber- 
liner in his experininient is simple. 
Regarding the organ and body, it 
will bo remembore«l that the lungs 
of a person act as a pair of bellows, 
fhiit the windpii)e is the organ 
through which tho air is pnmpcd, 
and that the vocal chords givt> the 
sound pitch, the wonls being form- 
ed by the movement of the tongue, 
teeth, and lips coml)ined. Now, 
the sound of a tone as it comes out 
of an organ pipe is similar to that 
given up by the human windpijw 
before tho wonls have boon 
articulated by the nu>nth. Hence, 
.Mr. Berliner tvasiuied, if this pipe 
sound of the organ could be con- 
veyed to the mouth, just Imck in 
tho throat, and articulated proper- 
ly by the right motions of the lips, 
tongue, ami teeth, the organ could 
be made to talk. 

\Vith a bit of rubber tubing, 
which was ])laced with one end in a 
pair of bellows and the other at 
the back of the mouth, he found 
that l>y simply giving to the mouth 
the mofio:». it wotild use in utt«>ring 
eertain wonls, the corn>cl sound 
was produced on the \'oluine of air 
coming out of the tube in the mouth 
just as it would have been made by 
the nnnith in speaking with air fnim 
the windpipe. Though not a sound 



was uttered by his own mouth, 
which dumbly went through the 
pantomime motions used in articu- 
lation, then> were words spoken bj' 
the vibrations just a« if they were 
done in the ordinary way — only, of 
of course, as there was do use of the 
vocal chords which give the varying 
pitch, the sound was all in the same 
key. 

Tho use in church choirs would 
be a great feature at the service. 
Mr. Berliner suggests that for a 
choir there ought to be four men, 
each one articulating from a difTor- 
ent tube, representing different 
pitches or different voices, such as 
bass, tenor, soprano, and contralto. 
Thus all the varying shades of 
music could be cheaply protluee<I at 
a third of the prt>sent expense. 

But the chief benefit to humanity 
will be the use to which the dumb 
can put this new invention. The 
dumb are able to move the lips in 
the motions used in speaking, 
though they cannot utter a sound. 
Now, if the sound be bwmght into 
the back of the mouth, forced out, 
and proi)erly articulated by the 
teeth, lips, and tongue of the dumb 
person, the result will bo s^>eech. 
With a simple and cheap apparatus 
this effect can be obtained. Of 
course, it will require time for such 
a person to learn the correct motions 
to give to the mouth in order to 
priHiuce the right words, but that 
will come readily with practice, 
just as one learns the typewriter or 
to ride tlie bicycle.

Here is an interesting account of 
a very clever bit of detective work 
by an oculist, says the Sheffield 
(Enff.)

Ho brought suit 
in the courts for compensation for 
a loss of half of his ojcsight, and 
refuseti all offers of compromise. 

Under the law the owner of the 
factory was resj^nsible for an 
injury resulting from an accident 
of this kind, and although he be- 
lieved that the man was shamming, 
atnl that the whole case was an at- 
tempter at swindling, he had al>ont 
made up his mind that he would lie 
compelled to jmy the claim. The 
day of the trial arrived, and in 
open court an eminent mnilist re- 
tained for the defense examined 
the alleged injun^d member, ami 
gave it as his opinion that it wa« aa 
gotni «8 the right eye. Upon the 
plantiff's loud protest of his 
inability to see with his left 
eye, the oculist proved him a per- 
jurer and satisfied the court and 
jury of the falsity of his claim. 

And how do yon sup{H)se«he did 
it? Why, simply bj- knowing that 
the colors green and red combined 
made black. He procured a black 
card on which a few words wore 
written with green ink. Then the 
plantifT was ordered to put on a 
pair of svwctacleswith two different 
glasses, one for the right eye hei^i" 
red, and the one for the lefi 
consisted of ortlinary glass. Then 
the canl was handed him, and he 
was onlered to read tl; 
it. This he did withou 
and the cheat was at once exftosed. 
The sound right eye, fille<1 with 
the red glass, was unable to distin- 
guish the green writing on the 
black surface of the card, while the 
left eye, which he pr^ 
sightless, was the one 
the reading had to be done.

Such, in a niit.shell, is the Uni- 
versity of Virginia's account of 0111 
game with th.sm at ('harlotlcfsvilic, 
.Saturday, and an extremely one- 
sided account it is. Subjecting it 
to analysis, we ha v<'HV>oiit the fol- 
lowing result : 

Neither ourselvfjs or anyone clyi- 
expected our team to be a match 
for the Virginias. We had exjiecM 
ed overwhelming defeat, and with 
the best of reasons. The Virginias 
are alxiut the heaviest team in th< 
country, averaging 178 pounds per 
man. Ours averages 27 poundn 
less each. Our, tesm as we have 
often explained, consist* mostly ot 
of new players, there being onlv 
two of last year's regulaix on it. 
What we do claim for it is, that it 
has developed wonderfully, and 
that with another season's i)lay w< 
will have a splen<lid team, 'i'his, 
the Virginia game amply proves. 
As to the number of substitutes, 
Manager I'icard is rcnily to swear 
by all the saints or patriarchs thsl 
they played only two; and that !.• 
numlwr we used. W. liosson whh 
unable to play, and his loss w«s 
more wjverelj* felt than would hav( 
been that of nearly any other nmn, 
Erd had to retire during the game, 
on a<jconnt of repeated injuries to 
his lame shoulder. It was thesamc 
old story. The Virginians resortei.

Pla5' began with the kick-off by 
Virginia, for fifty yards.

And in 
offi^nse our boys frequently made 
good gains, especially through 
Waters. Waters, by the way, is 
one of our bright j»articular stars. 

While not tall,- lie is very heavi- 
ly built and a solid mass of muscle, 
and it is seldom that a single 
tackier can even check his Hjjeed. 
He is swift of foot — too, a regular 
catapult.

We regret that time 
and distance will prevent our being 
present on that occasion, but as the 
exerci.«es will be conducted orally, 
we hope some graduate of the 
school, who has been " restored to 
society" by the method which ob- 
tains thtMo, will send an original 
report of the procee<lings and ad- 
dresses to the JoUKNAi.. It is fit- 
ting that pioneei-s and benefactors 
shoidd be duly honored. It is also 
siife to be guided by history, in 
or<ler to ascertain to whom the hon- 
ors belong. Aceonling to the 
" Histories of American Sehools for 
iho Di^af," Vol. I, the ./!/\s^ to ad- 
vocate the instruelion of the deaf 
in America was not Francis Green, 
but Dr. William Thornton, the first 
head of the V. S. Patent OfTiee and 
architect of the original Capitol, at 
Washington, I). C. The Rev. 
.lohn Stanfoni, of New York, nwule 
the Jirst effort to give instruction to 
the deaf in America. Mr. Green's 
prior hibor, in behalf of the educa- 
tion of the deaf, was done in Eng- 
land and not in America. Perhaps 
Dr. Bell, who is to make the princi- 
pid a(ldr«>ss on the occasion of the 
presentation, will remind the" Pa- 
rents" of the Boston Assocation of 
that cold historical fact. 

The SifenI [Vorlcer has an able 
and very interesting editoiial com- 
ment on President (4allaudet's ac- 
count of his recent Euro|)eaii Trip. 
The editor says he "should be 
glad, for purposes of comparison, 
if some firm believer in oral 
methods, say, for in.stance, Dr. 
Bell, had also nmde an European 
trip this sumnu^r, so that we might 
see what the deaf peopl(> he tnet had 
said to him." The com|)arison 
would indeed lie very interesting, 
l)ul not at all likely lo reveal any- 
thing new. The txlueated deaf 
the world over are of one mind as 
regards the niethods that should be 
eini)lo.Mi'd in the (»ducation of their 
class, and no honest and competent 
investigator, no matter in what 
method he believed, could jKissibly 
atrivt* at conclusions substantially 
(lifTerent from those of President 
(rallaudet. 

The editor of the Sile7it Hftasicr 
seems to «iepl(>re tlie fact that the 
.loUKNAi., recently had ,s«>veral 
columns of valuable space filled 
with communications ndating lo a 
$•15 indebtedness a certain party 
contracted with the National As- 
sociation for photogr.t])hing ]>ri- 
vileges at the Philadelphia con- 
vention. It is natural for one who 
has'read the //oo.s'/rr\v editorial on 
the subject to infer that tlie editor 
is not aware that the .Iournal is. 
and has l)oen for years, the official 
organ of the National Association. 
Futherniore, the i.ss\ie of theeon- 
ti-oversy was not the amount of the 
unpaid bill but the veracity of the 
l)arfies coneeriied. 

Commenting upon the powers and 
duties of a committee on resoliUions 
in an a.tsociation of the d(*af, the 
editor of the Ad ranee ,says he 
" would point out the evil of hav- 
ing [such a committee] draft re.so- 
liilionsand practically adopt them 
for a convention." He does not do 
so, however. He mis.sed asplendid 
opportunity to do so at the n^^enf 
Chicigo C(mvention. He was n 
iiKMnber of that, cotiveiition and of 
it's ('ommittee on Resolutions.

For two full hours the Rev. J. 
M. Koehler occupied the attention 
of a good-sized audience, in an 
entertaining and interesting talk on 
the English Deaf, at the rooms of 
the Clorc Literary Association, last 
Thursday evening, 4th. It was 
in great part much like his t^tlk be- 
foit» the Grace Guild for the Deaf, 
of Baltniore, so ably reported in 
the previous issue of the Journal, 
Hence we shall not attempt a resume 
of it here, save some things that 
did not appear in the Baltimore 
account anU which may be of addi- 
tional interest. 

In a previous letter we had ex- 
pressed the hope that Rev. Mr. 
Koehler would enlighten us on the 
question whether the English 
societies for the deaf were l>etter 
attended in proportion to imputa- 
tion than the American. While he 
did not answer the point dii-ectly, 
the inference from his remarks 
seemed to indicate that they are. 
But he alwo showed that they are so 
under very different conditions and 
circumstances from those in 
America. Although we have 
several of our deaf vested with the 
full authority of a priest, while in 
England there is not one such ease, 
but only a deacon, we, on the other 
hand, can claim but one church ex- 
clusively tor the deaf, while there 
are .several such in the United 
Kingdom. But it apptvirs that 
these several chui-ch buildings weie 
prtH'ured and are maintained more 
by public munificence than through 
the efforts of the deaf themselves. 
Not so with All Souls' Church for 
the Deaf, which, so far, has 
dependetl mostly upon the support 
of the deaf. 

In addition to the churches, 
there are a number of what the 
English term, " institutes,'' and we, 
"christian a.ssociations." They 
also .seem to take the place of most of 
out city stHMCtie* for the deaf, with 
none or only a part of the literary 
features. Their dependence upon 
social, religious, and lM>iieticial 
objects, produce altogether different 
results from those of our literary 
societies. One of these results is 
that the institute plan is more popu- 
lar with tile city deaf of England, 
then the literary society is in 
America. This seems to be the 
only natural inference, when we are 
told that one city holds three or 
more institutes. 

In this connection, let us say that 
Rev. Mr. Koehler was privilegwi, 
while in England to officiate at a 
celebration of the Holy Communion 
in one of the the churches for the 
deaf, and thus iH'ars the distinction 
of having been the first, and, a.** 
yet, only deaf priest to have »lone 
so. 

Mr. Koehler praised the English 
deftf highly for their devotion to 
duty and attention to bn.siness 
at their conventions, and 
thought that the American deaf 
two'fTnight well follow their example. 
He was impressed with the punctil- 
ity of the meetings of the congress, 
which he attented in London. An- 
other thing, which he noted, was 
that the signs of the English deaf 
are not uniform throughout the 
kingdom. Signs are much more 
uniform throughout America. 

Rev. Mr. Koehler delivered the 
talk in the free and easy style which 
he is known to have outside of the 
pulpit, and which makes him popu- 
lar as a platform talker.

Editok .Ioubnal : — It seems to 
me the brief editorial in the JOUR- 
NAL, of October 28th, relating to 
the non-attendance at the Texas 
School, contains statements that 
c^n hardly be sustain(;d by the 
ffWit.H, and plarses a most important 
question before the public in a 
falw^ and injurious light.

gfxjd influence in the homes of our 
deaf people. And if, as it seems 
to me, the .Iouknal has fallen into 
ernjr in this matter, it is by no 
means alone. For, indeed, the 
error may be said to be almost 
universal among the 1. p. f., and 
Sui>erint,f;ndents as well ; and 
moreover, it is ancient, and has all 
the standing and respectability of 
an opinion that has been handed 
down from time immemorial. And 
because of this fact, l)ecause the 
opinion which I cannot aee.ept, and 
which wMMiis to me false and injuri- 
ous, has such strong backing, has 
been handed down from one gener- 
ation U) another, reiterated time 
and again under a great variety of 
circumstances, until its truth has 
never been questioned — because of 
all this, I hesitate U) venture to 
di.sagr<^;, for I do not want t/> ap- 
l>ear to b^ iIiIieiilniiH.

sustain these assertions? If this 
awful condition of the uneducated 
deaf and the terrible consequences 
to the State, which has been so 
persistently asserted, cannot be 
sustained by the facts, what right 
have we to continue to educate the 
public into this belief ? 

Now, I am the last man who 
would belittle the importance and 
necessity of an e<lucation for the 
deaf, but to gain this erul is it wise 
or necessary to paint things blacker 
than they are ? I hav<! never heard 
of an iinwlucated deaf man <!auHing 
the State any trouble, and T will 
venture to say that a fair pro[)or- 
tion of them are self-supporting. 
It may be that a goodly number do 
depend upon their parents,' but the 
same is true of the educaterl deaf. 
As U) lifelong " misery" — well, a 
man is not necessarily miserable 
because he is ignorant. I venture 
to say the uneducated adult deaf 
are quite happy in their way. 

We are told that in ancient 
times — I don't know just how an- 
cient — the people had a very poor 
opinion of the deaf. We who have 
'gained wisdom now marvel at the 
ignorance of the ancients who held 
.-luch wrong notions, but we 
shouldn't t)ear down too hard on 
them considering our own opinions 
regarding the uneducated fleaf. 

We are striving to convince the 
I)ublic that we are not what the 
ancients thought we were, but if 
we continually prophecy such hor- 
rible things, and then assert that 
all that is needed is a few terms in 
a s<!hool for the deaf U) produce a 
complete transformation, the public 
may well be excused for being 
H<-eptical. In fact, I am sceptical 
myself.
